The first 
meeting was held Thursday in 
Seminar 11, 

Inter-Club Council President 
Dave Hughes, chairman of the 
constitution revision committee, 
said prior to the meeting that he 
is anxious to hear what the stu- 
dents have to say about the new 
Constitution and by-laws. “I am 
tired of listening to what El Don 
and council has to say about the 
Constitution.” 


William Corser, adviser, told 
Hughes after council that “put- 
-ting the grade requirement into 
the by-laws will make it a politi- 
cal football.” 

\ “Officers will change the re- 
quirements to suit themselves. 
Legally, it’s all right. But this 
way it could be changed five to 
six times a semester,” he stated. 


MINIMUM AVERAGE 
Hughes replied that the 2.0 in 
the Constitution was designed as 
a minimum grade requirement. 
He predicted that the Senate 
would make changes in the by- 


laws next semester. “It will give 


the students responsibility,” he 
said. 

Hughes admitted the 2.0 was 
“to make it easier” for officers 
this semester. 


Previous requirement was a 
2.4 average. “It passed with fly- 
ing colors because the council 
wanted people with a_ high 
scholastic average in office,” 
stated Corser. 

Corser said he also questioned 
the Constitution taking effect, by 
a simple majority while amehd- 
me~ts reauire a two-thirds ma- 


jority vote.

New District Plan | 
Stymies JC Talks

Have SAC’s hopes for 
boundary expansion been 
shattered? 

Representatives from Garden 
Grove, Orange, Santa Ana and 
Tustin met in Santa Ana Tues- 
day night to discuss possible 
merging of the districts into a 
single new junior college district. 

Harold Kibby, Orange Unified 
School District Superintendent, 
suggested the Orange County 
committee on school district re- 
organization be asked to investi- 
gate “possible merging of all dis- 
tricts in- the county, excluding 
the northern district,” which has 
already been formed. 

Previous talks were aimed at 
creating a central district. Since 
the new proposal requires study, 
expansion could be delayed long- 
er than expected. 

Dr. Norman Watson, Orange 
Coast College president, said he 
was “just an innocent bystander, 
interested personally in county- 
wide provisions rather than pro- 
visions for any particular dis- 
trict.” He agreed to bring the re- 
commendation before his board. 

TUSTIN CONCERN 


Previous meetings have been 
held between Santa Ana, Orange 
and Garden Grove. Tustin offi- 
cials were invited to join the ses- 
sion for the first time since they 
undertook their own study with 
Laguna Beach and San Juan 
Capistrano. 4 

Hal Balmer, Tustin trustee, 
said ‘the primary concern should 
be “to bring about the educa- 
tion of our children the way it 
should be done. Since we have 
just received information for the 
first time, we’ll have to go over it. 

“We are in the process of 
studying our own area, and be- 
fore we can decide what to, do 
with you folks, we have to con- 
sider our own projections,” Bal- 
mer continued. 


Dean Eastman, Garden Grove 
board president, said that Garden 
Grove “already has an interest 
in Santa Ana College. Though 
we do not own a title to the col- 
lege, we have a good financial 
investment in it.” 

SAC NOT ADEQUATE 


Kibby did not feel that SAC is 
“large enough to produce an 
adequate program for terminal 
and transfer students from four 
cities,”’ 

Santa Ana Supt. Glenn Tabor 
retorted, “Plans for expansion of 
the library, P.E. dress facilities, 
athletics, faculty and administra- 
tion offices and general class- 
rooms and shops,” are a part of 
the program.

New JC Needs Support 


Upon a trembling bridge stands the 
future of Santa Ana College. 

Too many students are unaware that 
decisions regarding the fate of junior col- 
lege redistricting, soon to be reached by 
Southern Orange County trustees, will de- 


termine the future of SAC. 


Should Garden Grove, Orange and 
Tustin agree to merge with Santa Ana, 
students and citizens from all areas will 
benefit. A larger selection of courses will 


be available, facilities. will be improved, 


the sports department will be stronger, 
and clubs, student government and all 
campus activities will receive greater sup- 


port. 


SAC’s annual report for ’62-’63 re- 
veals that 54 per cent of the total enroll- 
ment was from cities outside of Santa Ana. 
SAC has already lost Anaheim students 
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to the newly formed northern district that 
will begin this fall. 

Hopes for a central district lost foot- 
ing when Orange officials suggested for- 
mation of a southern district, comprising 
the entire county, with the exclusion of 
the northern district. 

Students should realize that this sit- 
uation demands serious and immediate 
action. First-hand information on the pro- 
blem may be obtained by attending board 
meetings on redistricting. Trustees from 
the four cities should be made aware that 
students are concerned. 


Letters to editors of newspapers in 
these areas should ask that the public be 
better informed with redistricting news 
and editorial comment. 


SAC’s shaky foundation must be sup- 
ported by its students, or the bridge sup- 
porting a central district will totter and 
crumble to dust.

Composer - conductor Johnny 
Green, in a backstage interview 
following his guest appearance at 
SAC last week, criticized the 
musical talent of many modern 
pop and folksingers. 

Green, a four time Academy 
Award winner for his musical 
scoring, said he had seen perform- 
ers on the “Hootenanny” televi- 
sion show “that couldn’t pass the 
first audition of my (his) man- 
dolin club in high school.” 

Blaming parents and teachers 
for this existing lack of talent, 
Green said, ‘‘Young people are 
receiving no encouragement to 
better their abilities.” 


‘‘What they do receive is sen- 
sationalized publicity which mak- 
es them stars overnight with no 
talent,’”? he added, obviously re- 
ferring to England’s Beatles. 


Green appeared on behalf of 
the Orange County Symphony 
Orchestra to publicize the or- 
chestra’s forthcoming concert at 
Melodyland May 1 - 2, “Vienna 
— Old and Not So Old,” which 
the composer will conduct. 


Discussing the May concert 
with his audience, Green said the 
major flaw with concerts of this 
type is that “they become stereo- 
typed, containing only waltzes 
and polkas.’”’ Featured in this 
program, he added, would be less 
frequently known Strauss pieces. 


“Strauss,” Green stated, ‘was 
the Lawrence Welk of his day,” 
which attracted laughter from 
the audience. “Don’t laugh,” the 
composer warned. “At least you 
always know what tune Welk is 


- playing.”

For Dennis Vail, son of 
Santa Ana College musical 
director James Vail, it 
means a self imposed exile. 

“I am obsessed with music. It 
takes all of my time and pres- 
ently I am thinking seriously of 
entering a school of music.” 

Dennis, the oldest of three Vail 
children, has been studying 
music since the age of four and 
presently finds that he is in 
friendly competition with his 
musical father. 

Of a recent recital between 
his father’s students and his own, 
Vail said, ‘I am sure that my 
students were the best ones 
there.” 

As for his preference in music, 
Vail said that he has a slight 
leaning toward jazz, “but I'll 
make any gig as'long as it pays 
well.” The word gig is the slang 
term used to describe work. 


Dennis held his first job at the 
age of 15 playing piano in a 
Dixieland group. “The pay wasn’t 
so good nor the hours, but I did 
receive a great insight into the 
adult lifé.” 


While most collegians spent 
the Easter vacation on the beach, 
Dennis devoted his week to play- 
ing in an Easter jazz festival. 

Held at the famous west coast 
jazz spot known as the Light- 
house, Vail arid his group walked 
off with first place in the small 
trio division.. 

“It probably doesn’t mean 
much to anyone else, but to me 
it was a high spot in my life,” 
smiled Dennis. 

Strange sounds and_= even 
stranger people often greet the 
outsider to the jazz world, and 
make no mistake tnat jazz is not 
a separate realm. It is the world 
of night 

“At night there is a different 
philosophy and most people seem 
more honest,’”’ Then, with a slight 
pause, he admits 
me.” 

Whether it’s the night or the 
self-imposed exile, Dennis’ music 
reaches everyone that hears it. 
It comes from what is referred 
to in the trade as the “soul” and 
the listener can feel the enjoy- 
ment that Vail gets from his 
playing. 

“Tf that’s obsession, then ma 
I guess that I’m obsessed,” sigh 
ed Dennis.
